The captioned application has been accorded the Application Number and Filing 
Date noted above. However, a Notice To File Corrected Application Papers was mailed 
on August 27, 2001 indicating the application was deemed to be informal because (1) 
there were items omitted from the application; and (2) the application included 
informalities that prevented it from fully complying with current regulations. 



(1) Omitted Items 

The Office of Initial Patent Examination (OIPE) indicated that the application 
papers omitted one of the figures described in the specification. Applicant respectfully 
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disagrees and contends that the omitted items were deposited with the USPTO on August 
6, 2001 as part of the papers filed that day in connection with the captioned application.

As shown therein, a single 
item, Figure 13, appears to have been misplaced, overlooked or otherwise separated from 
the application papers filed on August 6, 2001. 

Attachment 2 is a copy of the confirmation postcard filed with the application. 
The postcard indicates that included in the items deposited with the USPTO were 10 
sheets of informal drawings including Figures 1 A-13. The postcard was date-stamped by 
the USPTO mail room indicating a filing date of August 6, 2001. 

Attachment 3 is a copy of missing Figure 13. Applicant requests that this 
informal figure be entered into the record of this application. 

Applicant respectfully submits that the above and attached information 
sufficiently shows that there were no items omitted from the application papers filed on 
August 6, 2001. Accordingly, Applicant submits that the captioned application number 
and filing date be officially assigned to the captioned application, and that the petition fee 
not be charged or, if charged, refunded, to Deposit Account 08/2025. 

(2) Informalities 

With regard to the informalities, the Notice indicated that the informal drawings 
did not have the appropriate margins. Attachment 4 to this paper is a Letter to the 
Official Draftsperson with a complete set of formal drawings satisfying 37 CFR §1.84 to 
replace the informal drawings filed on August 6, 2001.
